Some folks wanted to leave a 
few highwater marks around to 
commemorate the towm’s half-cen-, 
tury battle against it. 
B u t not j 
many. 
Today, 100,000 men, worn-1 
en and children are w riting people 
everyw here: 
“ Johnstown is flood- 
proof. 
A t last we can forget the I 
word ‘flood’ for all time.” 
Since 1833, two rivers 23 times 
have broken loose on Johnstown. 
"Water 26.6 feet above flood stage 
cost 2300 lives and $10,000,000 in 
1889, and the event was impressed 
on 
everybody’s 
memory 
by 
the 
then-new 
telegraphic 
news 
ac-, 
. 
counts. 
Plays, novels dramatized j 
the flood; it became a legend. 
On St. P a trick ’s Day, 1936, a 
third of the city was flooded, 15 
died, $40,000,000 of property was 
lost in the w ater 20.2 feet above 
flood stage. 
N ow the streams are just docile 
Stony creek and Conemaugh river 
— mountain w ater impaled in con­ 
crete banks 8 to 12 inches thick, 
37 to 67 feet high. 
The rivers join

a reservoir-controlled project was J 
planned, but it proved not feasible.; 
Johnstown newspapers, county and 
city officials, merchants went into 
action, soon informed federal of­ 
ficials that the people were ready I 
to put up $2,000,000 of their own 
for efficient flood prevention. A rm y 
engineers then made hundreds of 
model tests in Vicksburg, 
Miss. 
These showed the rivers could be j 
controlled by deepening and widen- ; 
ing their channels. The work start­ 
ed. W a r stalled it. B u t Johnstown- 
ers kept at it, moving congress to 
keep funds coming, finding mate­ 
rials and labor. Now the $8,670,000

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♦WASTE PA PER REMINDER 
W aste and paper are two words that fit as well 
together in the American language as ham and eggs. 
But for w ar purpose they now have to be taken apart. 
We are asked not to waste paper. 
The reasons are, first, that production of wood pulp, 
both in this country and in Canada, is down and going 
lower; second, that w a r u s e s of p a p e r are u p and going 
higher. 
An American fighting man overseas needs SI tons 
of supplies a month, as compared with 43 tons during 
the last war. 
A good part of these supplies have to 
be wrapped in paper or packed in cartons or paperboard. 
small arm s ammunition, shells, field rations and so on 
for hundreds of items. 
To make sure there is enough the W ar i i eduction 
Board has asked American housewives to save 100,000 
tons of waste paper every m onth—extra. Sixteen thou­ 
sand voluntary local salvage committees throughout 
the country will handle the job. 
The public is asked 
to save all kinds of paper, cardboard, and cartons, 
keep them dry, make them as neat, flat and compact 
as possible. 
Newspapers and magazines are included. 
Something to think about if this seems a bother: 
1.00 pounds of w aste paper will make 650 cartons for 
field ration “K”, 115 boxes each containing 20 nim. 
shells, 50 containers for 75 mm. shells. 


COMPLICATED TAX RET! UNS 
“ Vie have no illusions whatever about the income 
tax return blanks now haunting millions of American 
citizens,” says the Meadville Republican.
